Illdden away In the archives of tho 


TcnneSHce Illstoilcnl socloty at Nosu- 
vllk> Is the account of the tlrst actual 


pBRapc over Hont ovor a tolegrnph 


Ine. That dispatch dlffcrH materitllT 
from the solemn measnge that passed 
oicr tho wire between Washington 
and BiilUmorc lu tlio ycur 1841. It il- 
lustrates well, however, the lack of 
Horlonfliicim with, which Mr. Morse's 
nvontlon was taken when he Hint of- 
fered It to the world. 


According to tho account preserved, 


rt Nunhvlllc, Hon. Ilobcrt L. Camtbcm 
it Lvbiuion, Tenn., was a member of 
Congress In 13<!3, nnd n member of 
the committee to which waa referred 
Mr. Morse's application for an appro- 
liilnUou to build a telegraph line from 
Washington to Baltimore. Most of the 
members of the committee looked 
upon Morno nn a visionary, and his pro* 
po*al us impracticable. 


Ou tbo lift day of tbe nwMoii Morso 


went to tho committee room and told 
them tlmt he had stretched a wire to 
the top of the capltol building and 
bad n ^ouiijc man up there. If they 
would write IL meijKugo bo would send 
It up, and tbe youiiK man would bring 
them a copy of It None ot them bo 
llevc<l It could be done. .Judge Caruth- 
ern. however, pulled tbo euvrlope of a 
letter out ot his poclict and wrote u 


KiaKe. Mr. Morse, wbo bad his In- 


strument with him, sat down and sent 
tlic message.

Text From Which ih« Inscription It 


Bears W» Taken, 


For Ufty yours after that July day In 


1770, when tUo old boll rang out Its 
mcmornblo me»»osiv. it continued to be 
muff- on cvory festival and anniver- 
sary. It was rung on Feb. 32, 1S32, In 
honor of tho centennial of the birth of 
Washington. While' being tolled on 
tho morulu£ of July $, 1S35, In mem- 
ory of Chief Justice M/iraUall, who had 
died two tin} H before, the old relic sud- 
denly cnicked. On Washington's birth- 
day, 38-13. nn attempt •wa» mnde to 
ring it, but the bell has since boon 
muto.
